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i. ’Tig manifeft, that both in the Houfe 
of Commons and the Houle of Lords, this 
Matter could not be found out; the Com- 
mons, in meer Regard to Juftice andto Law, 
found it neceflary to make’a,Provifion for 
the Subjeéts of that Part of Britain, call'd 
Scotland, and in two‘Attempts to prevent 
the Frauds and Mifchiefs of the Tobacco, 
and the foreign Importations, they found 
themfelves oblig’d ftill to continue this A- 
mendment, and admit every thing, which 
Scots Men had really and bona Fide entred 
there uponthe common Courfe of Trade, 
and their own Perional Rifque. 

2. Tis plain, the Houfe of LorJs fa the 
Matter (6 nice, and the Temper of the Peo- 
‘gle fo forward to mif-reprefent and refleé ;

1. That if what our News monger fays, is 
troe, the Lawyers have found out fome 
Law, that neither Lords or Commons knew 
any thing of. 

From whence it will neceflarily follow, that 
all their Care and Concern that way wasa 
needlefs Impertinence, had no Significatiow, 
and had no Fousdation, but in their own 
Ignorance ; it had no Signification, becaufe 
whether it was doneor no, matteridwot a 
Farthing, for that the Lawyers can do ic with- 
out chem; it had no Foundation, but in their 
Ignorance, fince if they had known there 
had been a good Law to regulate it already, 
they would certainly sever have propos’d 
making anew One. 

1 think ’tis very plain, that if the Law has 
already fettled this Matter, making more 
Laws to dire& the fame, had been needlefs 
and confequently impertinent 5 if it be fril, 


they might make Laws to enforce or ex- 
plain, that is anfwer'd in this Cafe, that if 
thefe Laws do effeétually frop the Importa- 
tion, then they are effe@ual enough to the 
thing, and need noenforcing 5 and as to Ex- 
planation, the thing the Heufe of Cummons 
weréupoo, viz.; To except the Scots Pro- 
perty, was indeed fuch-an explaining the 
Laws, and declaring the Sence of the 


Houfe on that Occafion,that ’tis very odd to . 


hear the Lawyers can explain it otherwife. 
What: Tricks in the Law thefe Gentle- 
men, whothus fet up for Law Explainers, 
may have found out, I know not ; but this 7 
know, and this in my little Compafs I muft 
lay down as GOOD LAW, that whatever 
Law, Statute or Aét of Parliament there are, 
which fhall in anywife contravene the Arti- 
clesof the Treaty of Union, they ceafe from 


the ff of May, are no more Laws, but are 


Ipfo faéto repealed and refcinded by the U- 
nion. 

AndI moft take Liberty to add one thing 
more, which tho’ I advance icon myown 
Authority, yecifit benot true, all we have 
faid, or been faying, or doing on one fide or 
the other, fignifies nothing, and the Union 
isa meer ‘fe ne feey quoi, a Man of Straw, a 
Meteoror Vapour, without Form, without 
Subftance, and without Signification, and 
shat is this. 

That it any A@ of Parliament in Britain 
fhall for the future be made, pafs’d or 
fign'd, or attempted to be made, pais’d or 
figa’d, in order to be actepted as a Law-— 
And which fhall in any Refpeé contravene, 
contraditt or infringe the Union; It is fo far 
no morea-Law, the Parliament of Britain 
has no Power to make it, the Subjeés of 
Britais can have no Obligation upon,them 
to regardit. 

If by Power it fhould be enfore’d as a 
Law, and impos’d upon the People, that 
Power is from thence forth fo far tyrannical 
aad unjuft, and what the Subj€&s may do 
in fuch Cafe, Ineed notexamine. 

Upon thefe fundamental Principles of 
Right and Law, I think ’tiseafie to prove, 
the Lawyers, whatever they may pretend to, 
of the Foreign or Englifb Importations can- 
not, and J dare fay they will not, -pretend te 
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Scotland, refiding in Scotland, and who by the 
Treaty sa aig the 1ft, of May to bave ye 
Intercourfe of Trade, importing Goods from

I know there is a Scruple rais’d, that the

Men there, a Rebate of Duty, which was 
a prompting this large Importation, and 
which isin it felfa Fraud upon the Law. 
But the Weight of this Obdje€ion will 
turn upon two Points, and there 1 hall leave 
it to be dete&ted hereafter. (1.) Had the 
Tax-Men, thatisin England, the Colle&ors 
o: the Cuftoms a legal Power to thake A- 


-_ patements or Compohitions, or had they mot? 
' (2.) Did they upon thefe Importations make 


any other or larger Abatements, than what 
had been ufual to be made ia like Occafions, 
before this Circumftance came upon the 
Stage? 

It is my Opinion, that thefe Articles 
will be found toturn to the Advantage of 
the Scots Merchant, if they are both pun- 
ually and clearly anfwer’d. 

I fhaft not enter any farther here. into. the 
Merits of the Cafe, I am not pleading any 
Body’s Cavfe ; but J ain upon the People 
fpreading Reports, and raffing Doubts in 
the Minds of the Subjects of both Nations, 
from the Judgmentof Lawyers. 

Let me next fay a Word or two about 
the Judgment of Lanyers, and I muft in that 
Cafe odferve one thing, which I hope, the 
Gentlemen of the Gown will not fee Rea- 
fon to be offended at, viz. That I hardly 
ever knew a Cafe, in which there were not 
Lawyers to be found, who would give the 
Right to either fide; that the Council on 
one fide fhall tell the Plaintiff he has the 
Right, and the Council on’ the other fide 
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bring any Law againft the native Subje&s of

the Gentlemen have the Law it felf to de- 
pend upon, which is fuperiourto the Opi- 
nion of the Lawyers, nor are the Lawyers 
Expofitors of the Law, and the‘ Parties 
cannot doubt of Juftice, whenever they 
think fit tofeek Redrefs; and the Subordi- 
nation of our Courts of Juftice one to ano- 
ther, and of All to the fupreme Judicature, 
the Houfe of Peers, where this Cafe feems 
to me to have had fomeSort of a Dicifion 5
